As the 1966-67 basketball season opened the Clearwater High Tornadoes 
were rated Number Two in the state. As a proof of this ranking, the 
Tornadoes set a new scoring record against Sarasota with 104 points.

The Tornadoes, led by Mike Scott, Steve 
Lewis, Dale Gambill, and captain Bruce Simmons, acquired a 22-3 over- 
all mark and maintained the Pinellas County Conference basketball 
championship with a 15-1 conference record.
